The total
tax rate for any jurisdiction must be computed by adding all taxes applicable to that jurisdiction.

The Colorado sales tax Service Fee rate (also known as the Vendor's Fee) is
0.0222 (2.22%). Tax is remitted on the DR 0100, "Retail Sales Tax Return."
